| EW YORK TO LIVERPOOL. 

— 
THE the Inman left her dock in 
at 3 p.m. on Thursday, February 12, 1885. Among the passengers were Sister: 
Louisa F. Wells and her son, Melvin D., Elders L. A. Bailey, August L. Hed- 
burg. Edward Thomas, Anson V. Call and Samuel Gould. The scenery was 
beautiful as we passed by the islands of New York, and the sea was calm 
and smooth. That night, before retiring to bed, we dedicated the vessel and 
all thereon to the God of Israel, and prayed that. He would rote * from 
the perils of the deep, and land: us safely in Liverpool. 

Friday morning found us all well. Saturday morning brought 1 us 4 very | 
rough sea, and we all became a little sea-sick, and it cuntinued so for several 
days. Sunday night will never be forgotten by any one that was on board. 
The storm became very violent, and the wa ves dashed over the vessel, break- 
ing in the skylight over our bunks, and deluging us with water. The sea 
burst through the door, and the water was fast filling our cabin, Some 
Irish women screamed fearfully, and one, jumping up on a table, called with 
great energy upon the Virgin Mary to come to our assistance. While the 
Irish women were praying, | the sailors were cursing and endeavoring to stop 
the water from coming in. In the meantime the storm was raging. 80 fear- 
fully, that it was impossible for any one to be on deck excepting the officers 
and crew. The brethren were calm, and encouraged each other by declaring. 
that the Lord would bring us safely through. It was indeed an awful night. 
One of the life-boats, which was fastened down with chains, was carried : 
away. Next morning brought us better weather, but on the fullowing Satur- 
day, the 21st, we encountered another heavy gale. About noon our rudder 
broke off, and the bowsprit, which measured 26 by 22 inches, was carried 
away. The wheel- house, which was built of heavy iron, was badly. damaged, 
and it was feared it would be torn away and the water fill the ship; as it 
was, the heavy cross - beams were broken. and the top bent i in. 

On Sunday we attended divine service. The prayers were read over, 
which appeared strange to us Mormon“ boys, and the parson told us to 
come to Jesus, but he did not tell us how. That night we met and sang the 
songs of Zion and prayed, and the Spirit of the Lord was with, us. Through 
having no radder, we tossed about as the wind might take us. We finally- 
saw land, and signalled that we were disabled. On Tuesday, the 26th, a 
pilot came to us in a tug-boat. Next day a tug · boat came and took us into 
Queenstown harbor. On Saturday, the 28th, it was announced that the & B. 
City of Berlin had arrived in the harbor and would take us to Liverpool, 
which was good news to all. We had a pleasant trip on the City of Berlin. 
up the channel. The next morning at 1-30°we anchored in the Mersey, and 
4 few ‘hours ‘later, a tug-boat on which were President Wells and Elders 
Osmond, Arthur and James, came add ‘brought us letters, and took us to 
land. We dre-truly thankful that our Father heard and ‘answered our 
prayers and preserved us Our voyage lasted 16 days and 12 hours. .

4 ROUGH VOYAGE ACROSS THE ATLANTIO. | RUDDERLESS: 
ALL’ 8 WELL THAT ENDS WELL. : 


“Apostle John B Smith i in a letter dated Feb. 7, 1885, on board ship, 
thus relates his experience in the recent voyage of the S. S. Alaska. His 

letter came by the S. S. City of Chester, which, as our readers are aware, also 

had a lung, tedious. voyage; hones — cause of: our not getting the letter 
in time to publish sooner: 


„I know that you and the rest at pitting ‘what has become 
of the ‘Greyhound of the Atlantic’ and her cargo of souls, as she should make the trip in 
eight days, and fourteen have already goneby. 

I wrote to you that we had reached Queenstown. We left there in good spirits, 
although a heavy sea was running, and nearly all were disturbed in the place 
where they wtorr Mette Yfobdali; I with the rest. The first day’s run was 379 miles from’ 
Fastnet; the second 404 miles. On the evening of the third day a heavy gale set in, and 
continued for five days with scarcely a let up. Our runs dropped down to 200, 102, 187, 
150, and 140 miles for those five days. Our boat acted splendidly, riding the waves like 
a wan. Our captain was cool and deliberate. A few people on board were much 
frightened, and the rest were at their ease. My sen- Ackness ‘had ended at the second 
day. so I was happy and well, and took my food regularly; my partner has done the 
same. 

“On the morning of Feb. Ist the wind went down, and our run for the next twenty- 
four hours was 409 miles. On the evening of the 2nd the wind again began to rise, and 
on the morning of the àrd we found ourselves on a radderless ship, carried by the winds 
as they listed, and they were still blowing very hard. I never before realized what a 
ruddetless ship meant, until T saw this, ‘the queen of the ocean, as helpless as a new born 
babe.’ ‘Neatly two days were spent in trying to rig shifts by which we could move on, 
but all failed, and wo were us a log upon the water, carried’ where the wind might elect. 
I have noticed's few persons who have aged very much during this experieuce. 

“On the evening of Feb. Ach, signals of distress were hoisted and bombs let off. About 
10 pm., the Beaver Line steamer, Lake Winnipeg, came to our assistance, and the wind 
having abated, we took ‘her in tow, thie beitig fastened to bär Weil to dot us steering gent 
for us. This worked first rate until another wind-storm came on, when the cables 
parted, und we tried it atone, using the canvas to steer’ ui as” best wwe coald, the other 
boat following in our · track, and Will connect again ‘weather pei 
snooth.

LETTER FROM A RETURNED MISSION 
Elder P. J. Lammers writing from Ogden, Utah, under date of Feb. a
